Paris, February 1, 1868. | 

Come, let me tell you to-day a charming anecdote 
of poor dear M. de Lamartine ; and that you may | 
not lose one word of it I translate it as it stands | 
in a French newspaper: “ It is superfluous to de- | 
monstrate by public incidents the wonderful elo- 
quence of Lamartine. His action at the tribune 
and in the street will leave a sort of aurora borealis 
in the tempest of February. But if it be easy to 
move crowds, to carry away Chambers, to disen- 
gage from the people sublime electricities, is it not 
almost impossible to hope to convince the cold, 
calm, matter-of-fact interests of a committee of 
finance which will hear of nothing but figures? I 
have seen Lamartine obtain this almost fantastic 
result with a simplicity which I hold to be the 
height of eloquence. The Paris committee of the 
Lamartine subscription had appointed a special 
committee to receive the money, and above all to 
prevent one cent of it from being placed at M. de | 
Lamartine’s command, for his most faithful friends 
were afraid of his generosity. But the Paris com- 
mittee reckoned without the absolute independence 
of character of this energetic man. In a letter full | 
of cordiality for the committee which wished to| 
save him, he wrote me, venturing ingenuously on 
one of the rare puns which have fallen from his pen: | 
‘As for placing myself in the hands of the com-| 
mittee Jike an £r- Law, I shall under no considera- | 
tion do so.’ One day M. de Lamartine required | 
40,000f. to meet a payment which had matured. | 
The committee refused to allow him this sum of 
money. As I bore M. de Lamartine’s request and 
the,committee’s answer, I underwent the economical | 
reflections of the committee of safety and the com- | 
plaints of M. de Lamartine, who believed himself 
ruined unless he was saved his own way. Lamar- 
tine asked them to meet at his house at eight 
o'clock A. M. to end this doubly painful conflict. 
On the appointed day, at the appointed hour, MM. 
Vavin, Emile Pereire, Beaumont (de la Somme), | 
Hachette, de Chamborain, Edmond Texier, I believe, 
and I were assembled in the drawing-room of M. de 
Lamartine’s house in the rue de la Ville-l’Evéque. | 
These gentlemen’s bearing was stiff and at the same | 
time gentle. They had armed themselves against 
the seductions of friendship. M. Hachette especi- | 
ally, trained to commercial regularity, had sworn | 
he would refuse Lamartine’s request. M. Hachette 
was the first to speak. I may say, without wrong- 
ing the memory of that excellent man, of that 
publisher whose name shall live in the history of | 
French letters—I may say I was wounded by the 
plain, abrupt terms, by the phraseology of guardian | 
and manager he used towards a poor man of genius. | 
He spoke the language of pitiless reason, of bitter | 
prudence. He spoke for some time. When he| 
ended, M. Beaumont (de la Somme), who was not | 
eloquent, wished to put in a word. He said to La-| 
martine, whom he treated with familiarity: ‘My 
dear fellow, you have the reputation of being a| 
thorough spendthrift.’ I never saw gentleness and | 
dignity comparable to the gentleness and dignity of 
this poet flagellated in this way. He listened at- | 
tentively. He gave no sign of impatience. He sat | 
straddling on a chair, with his hands resting one on 
the other. He waited until his friends had ended | 
their accusations. He smiled. When the observa- | 
tions, which were more or less gentle in form but | 
all implacable in substance, had been made, Lamar- | 
tine asked leave toreply. He did reply. What said | 
he? Really, 1 donot know. He spoke of his cre- | 
ditors, of himself, and of us. He spoke without | 
gestures, without declamation, with the haughty 
calmness which gives majesty to anger aud irresisti-

M. Hachette inquired: ‘How much do you want?’ 
Lamartine replied: ‘I asked 40,000f., but I think 
I may meet all my engagements with 30,000f.’ M. 
Emile Pereire insinuated: ‘If we give you 50,000£, 
will you give us a little time to breathe ?’ Lamar- 
tine answered; ‘ Assuredly.’ He was authorized 
to draw for 50,000f. at the Comptoir d’Escompte, 
Each of these gentlemen, as they withdrew, vowed 
he would never ‘gain expose himself to another 
such experiment. I said to them as we crossed the

Thousands of reams are piled up, awaiting their | 
turn, which will soon come, to be transformed, as 
by magic, into books. Beyond this department is 
a long stretch of vaults, as dark and snug, but not 
as damp, as the catacombs of Rome. This is the| 
depository of all the stereotype plates of the house. 
They are packed into over ten thousand boxes. On) 
the first floor of the Printing-House, directly over | 
the Paper-Stock Room, is a room for pressing 
paper. This is done by five hydraulic presses, 
of immense power, whose foundations are set in 
the solid ground beneath. To the right of this | 
apartment is the Wetting-Room, where, by ma- 
chinery, the paper is dampened to the exact degree 
necessary for fine press-work. Thus prepared, the 
paper is ready for the nineteen powerful steam 
presses, which are quietly clicking away in the 
next room. This apartment is 150 feet long, and 
60 feet wide, very high, a mass of windows on each 
side, as well lighted as a Crystal Palace, and per- 
fectly ventilated. The presses include varieties for | 
every kind of work—the Adams, the Hoe, the| 
Campbell, and French patterns. One sturdy little 
press is pointed out, which does nothing but print 
Webster’s Spellers. Mr. Dunne, who has had, 
charge of the Appletons’ press-work for a long time, | 
presides over the whole of this department, and | 
sees that every sheet is perfect, before it is trundled 
over the little bridge which connects the Printing- 
House with the Bindery. Only one branch—the | 
Drying-Room—remains to be examined, in the 
dominion of Dunne. This is a loft at the end of, 
the Press-Room. To this retreat the printed sheets 
are borne, damp and fragrant as new-mown hay, 
aud dried on the same principle as a family-wash- 
ing, but rather more scientifically. The outside 
air is freely admitted on all but the coldest days, | 
and a temperature of about 70 degrees maintained | 
by steam pipes.

FRANKLIN’s AUTOBIOGRAPHY.—Messrs. J. B. Lip- 
pincott & Co. announce that they will shortly issue 
“The Autobiography of Benjamin Franklin,” edited 
by the Hon. John Bigelow, from the original manu- 
script, now for the first time published in full, and 
just as it came from the hand of its illustrious 
author. The manner in which our late Minister to 
France came into possession of this valuable auto- 
graph is thus detailed in the Introduction :— 

“It is well known that Franklin prepared so 
much of the celebrated Memoirs of his life as was 
originally intended for publication, mainly at the 
solicitation of one of his most cherished friends in 
France—M. le Veillard, then Mayor of Passy. To- 
ward the close of the year 1789 he presented to this 
gentleman a copy of all this sketch that was then 
finished. 
cluding the original of the manuscript, passed into 
the hands of one of his grandsons, William Temple 
Franklin, who undertook to prepare an edition of 
the life and writings of his grandfather for a pub- 
lishing house in London. 

“For the greater convenience of the printer in 





the preparation of this edition—so goes the tradi- | 


tion in the le Veillard family—William Temple 
Franklin exchanged the original autograph with 
Mrs. le Veillard, then a widow, for her copy of the 
Memoirs, and thus the autograph passed out of the 
Franklin family. 

“ At the death of the widow le Veillard, this mannu- 
script passed to her daughter; and at her death, 
in 1834, it became the property of her cousin, M. de 
Sénarmont, whose grandson, M. P. de Sénarmont, 
transferred it to me on the 26th of January, 1867, 
with several other memorials of Franklin, which 
had descended to him with the manuscript. Among 
the latter were the famous pastel portrait of Frank- 
lin by Duplessis, which he presented to M. le Veil- 
lard; a number of letters to M. le Veillard from Dr. 
Franklin and from his grandsons, William Temple 
Franklin and Benjamin Franklin Bache; together 


with a minute Outline of the topics of his Memoirs, | 


brought down to the termination of his mission to 
France. 
“T availed myself of my earliest leisure to sub- 


ject the Memoirs to a careful collation with the edi- | 


tion which had appeared in London in 1817, and

Colburn’s First Lessons’’ has been 
issued by Hurd & Houghton, New York, in behalf 
of the heirs of Warren Colburn. The entire work 
has been thoroughly revised, restereotyped in clear 
type, and is printed at the Riverside Press, at 
Cambridge, Mass. Hon. George B. Emerson has 
written an introduction for this edition, in which, 
after referring to the public favor the book has en- 
joyed, as a proof of its original and permanent 
value, he gives many vaiuable hints respecting the 
proper methods of using it in the schools. The 
original preface by the author has been restored,

her time having been spent in the White House in 
the President’s own family. The publishers say

ings. They are priced at rates which, under all the 
circumstances must be regarded as reasonable. It 
covers a wide range of subjects, and includes many 
of the choicest gems from the numerous collections 
which have been disposed of at public or private 
sale for the last twenty years, among which, it is 


stated, will be found the whole of the most valuable | 


portion of the Balmanno collection. A second por- 
tion of the same library, consisting of works and 
rare tracts relating to America, will be sold by 
Leavitt, Strebeigh & Co., at their rooms, in New 
York, by public sale, commencing April 27, at 4 
P.M. The catalogue (itself a tasteful production) 
consists of 140 pages, and embraces 842 titles.

| AncuirecturaL Lirerature.—A few days since, 
having just arisen from turning over the beautiful 
| and elaborate pages of Liibke and Caspar’s ‘‘ Denk- 
miler der Kunst,” we found placed on our table a 
copy of a work entitled “Modern American Archi- 
| tecture.” We were in a mood to be both critical 
and laudatory of any publication which could foster 
and extend among us a sound taste in architecture 
regarded either as one of the practical or as one of 
the fine arts. The work to which we refer is pre- 
pared by M. F. Cummings, of Troy, and C. F. 
Miller of Toledo ; it is lithographed and printed in 
excellent style by Julius Bien, of New York, and A. 
T. Bicknell, of Troy, is the general agent. It is not 
historical or professedly esthetical in its character, 
but is intended to furnish practical aid to builders 
by supplying them with tasteful designs and plans 
for villas, farm-houses, cottages, city residences, 
churches, school-houses, etc. Nor are the plans 
merely “fancy” ones, but most of them, we are in- 
formed, have been prepared within the past year by 
the authors for their patrons, and many of the 
| buildings have either been erected or are in pro- 
gress of erection. Those who are looking for de- 
signs for city, suburban, or country residences will 
' doubtless find some here that will be suggestive, if 
not suitable in all respects. The fashionable taste 
for “French roofs” has been duly regarded, and 
many specimens are given. While this style seems 
to break up monotony in our modes of finish, the 
extreme to which it has been recently carried will 
scarcely be maintained. Mr. Bicknell has also just 
issued a third edition of an illustrated work on “ Ar- 
chitecture in Detail” also prepared by Messrs. Cum-

This work, which 
is said to be superb, was prepared some time since, 
under the direction of the government of India, for 
the use of the English government, and it is only 
now that the Secretary of State for India has author- 
ized an edition for the generai public.

The great sculpture gal- 
lery there, called the Glyphtotheca, created by him, 
is his most fitting and permanent memorial. 

Mapame GeorGE Sanp is said to have written a 
three-act opera, based upon her own story “La Pe- 
tite Fadette,”” known in this country by the sensa- 
tion melodrama “ Little Fadette,” in which Miss 
Margaret Mitchell plays the heroine. 

Tue sale of the first portion of the stock of Mr. 
H. G. Bohn, the London publisher, who is retiring 
from business, realized nearly seven thousand 
pounds, and lasted twenty-eight days. The sale 
of engravings collected by Mr. W. C. Macready, the 
actor, brought more than twelve hundred pounds. 
This was an immense and valuable collection from 
the old and modern masters, chiefly proofs before 
letters, and a few colored, chalk, and water-color 
drawings from which engravings have been made. 
The whole collection was suitably framed and 
glazed, with the autograph of the original pur- 
chaser, “ W. C. Macready,” pencilled on the mar- 
gin of each work, to identify each, as selected by 
him, for consignment to the framer. The etchings 
and engravings from the old masters, belonging to 
the late Baron Marocheth, are advertised to be sold 
by auction. 

Tre third and concluding volume of J. Foster 
Kirk’s “ History of Charles the Bold, Duke of Bur- 
gundy,’’ containing the battles of Granson, Morat, 
and Nancy, with plans, has just been published by 
Mr. Murray, of London. 

Tue “ Express,” an evening offshoot of the Lon- 
don “ Daily News,” of which Charles Dickens was 
the first editor, has been reduced in price from siz 
to /wo cents. Low-priced journalism, which used 
to be the exception in England, is now the rule. 
All the penny papers (as they are called) in Lon- 
don and ‘“‘the provinces” are very successful. 

Tue assassination of the Hon. Thomas Darcy 
McGee, a leading member of the Canadian Parlia- 
ment, and for several years one of the cabinet 
ministers, has taken place since our last publica- 
tion. Mr. McGee had nearly completed his forty- 
third year, having been born in Ireland on April 13, 
1825. He was extremely eloquent, and had written 
several lyrical poems of high merit. His best 
known works are a small volume of “ Recollections 
of U’Connell and his Friends,” and an excellent 
summary of “Irish History,” in two volumes. 

“Tue Adventures of Dr. Brady,” a novel, by W. 
H. Russell, the special correspondent of the London 
“Times,” which appeared as a serial in one of the 
London magazines, has been published in the 
regular three volume form. 
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TuEre has not been much activity in the London 
publishing business, during the first months of 
1868. Robert Buchanan, the poet, has “ Tragic 
Dramas from History,’ in two volumes. Miss Brad- 
don’s “‘ Charlotte’s Inheritance,” a sequel to “ Birds 
of Prey,” has gone into a fifth edition in less than 
three weeks.

RELIGIOUS. 

A Commentary on the Holy Scriptures: Critical, Doe- 
trinal, and Homiletical ; with Special Reference to 
Ministers and Students. By John Peter Lange, D.D. 
Translated from the German and edited with ad- 
ditions, by Philip Schaaf. New York: Charles 
Scribner & Co. 

The present volame—the eighth of the English 
edition—of this valuable work contains the expo- 
sition of seven epistles of the New Testament, viz: 
I. and II. Epistles to the Thessalonians, by Drs. 
Auberlen and Riggenbach, translated by Dr. Lillie; 
I. and II. Epistles to Timothy, by Dr. Van Ooster- 
zee, translated by Drs. Washburn and Harwood; 
Epistle to Titus, by Dr. Van Vosterzee, translated 
by Dr. Day; Epistle to Philemon, by the same, 
translated by Dr. Hackett; Epistle to the Hebrews, 
by Dr. Moll, translated by Dr. Kendrick. These 
authors and translators represent five countries: 
Germany, Switzerland, Holland, Scotland, and the 
United States; and seven communions: the Evan- 
gelical Lutheran, Swiss Reformed, Dutch Reformed, 
Presbyterian, Protestant Episcopal, Congregational, 
and Baptist. The Epistles to the Corinthians, it is 
stated, are nearly ready for the press, as is also the 
volume on Genesis. The remaining books of the 
New Testament, excepting the Apocalypse, which 
has not yet appeared in Germany, are all in course 
of preparation. A biographical notice of Dr. Lillie 
is prefixed to the first of the works in the volume. 
Dr. Kendrick, in his preface to the Epistle to the 
Hebrews, states that he “ unhesitatingly concurs 
with Dr. Moll in the view now acquiesced in by 
nearly all scholars, which looks elsewhere than to 
the Apostle Paul for the authorship, at least to its 
form, of this epistle.” While he does not derogate 
in the slightest degree from its canonical authority, 


1he regards the evidence, partly internal and 

partly external, of its non-Pauline origin as over- 

whelming and decisive; he believes, too, that the 
suffrage of the Christian world will concentrate 
itself more and more on Apollos

The object of this little work is to make use of 
the Bible itself as a plain, natural, and easy way 
into the kingdom of God. The plan adopted is to 
bring out by certain pointed ingniries the wants 
and difficulties which men feel, and then, avoiding 
speculative discussion, to let the Scriptures alone 
speak. Dr. Parsons, in his introduction, recom- 
mends the work very highly. 

Nearing TTlome: Comforts and Counsels for the Aged. 
Compiled for the Presbyterian Board of Publi- 
cation. pp. 464. Philadelphia: Presbyterian 
Board of Publication. 

This volume has been prepared as one of sym- 
pathy, cheer, and instruction addressed to those 
who are about to pass off the stage of life. The 
materials have been gathered from a variety of 
sources. The type is appropriately large, the page 
is distinct and legible, and the general manufacture 
of the book is highly creditable to the Board. The 
selections are both in prose and poetry, and it need 
scarcely be said that they are made both with re- 
ligious feeling and literary taste. 

The Great Day; or, Motives and*Means of Perse- 
verance after First Communion. ‘Translated from 
the French by Mrs. J. Sadlier. pp. xii.,123. New 
York: D. & J. Sadlier & Co. 

This is intended as a cheap and attractive little 
work to be used as a memento of first communion. 
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It consists of suggestive instructions of a practical 
character, illustrated by examples from religious 
biography. 

HISTORY AND BIOGRAPHY. 
Social Hours with Friends. pp. xii., 300. New 

York: William Wood & Co. 

In its plan, this work purports only to collect 
together a number of narratives, anecdotes, etc., 
mostly taken from the writings of Friends, of an- 
cient as well as modern date. They have accumu- 
lated in the portfolio of the compiler during the last 


twenty years, and are published with the hope that | 


they may be found entertaining and instructive, 

especially to young readers. The subjects are of a 

very diversified character, adapting themselves to 

all tastes; some of them rather curious, and taken 
together they form a volume of extremely pleasant 
reading. 

Life, Letters, and Posthumous Works of Fredrika 
Sremer. Edited by her sister, Charlotte Bremer. 
Translated from the Swedish by Fredr. Milow; 
the poetry, marked with an asterisk, translated 
by Emily Nonnen. pp. x., 439. New York: 
Hurd & Houghton. 

The name of Fredrika Bremer is so well known 
and highly prized in this country, that the present 
biography of her will doubtless meet with a hearty 
reception. It is the prompting of a sister’s love, 
and is inspired not only with respect, but affection. 
In all respects it is a fond and graceful memorial. 
Miss Bremer was born near Abo, in Finland, August 
ljth, 1801, and her father was descended from an 
ancient German noble family, which settled in 
Sweden in the reign of Gustavus Adolphus. She 
died December 31, 1865, and on her tomb are in- 
scribed, at her own request, the Scripture words— 
“When I cried unto the Lord, He delivered me out 
of allmy trouble.’’ The volume, in addition to the 
biography proper, contains a collection of her let- 
ters, sketches, and poems. Messrs. Hurd & Hough- 
ton issue the work in this country by written 
arrangement with the husband of the authoress. 


PHILOSOPHICAL. 

The Positive Philosophy of Auguste Comte. Trans- 
lated by Harriet Martineau. pp. 838. New 
York: William Gowans. 

Mr. Gowans has done good service to philosophi- 
cal readers by reproducing in one compact and 
comely volume this important work. Whatever 
opinions may be entertained of Comte, it must be 
admitted, both by his disciples and his opponents, 
that he is one of the great thinkers of the age, and 
that he has done good service to philosophy, not 
only as a thinker himself but as having excited 
thought in others. It is not a complete or a literal 
translation that we have here, and it is rather a 
condensation than an abridgment of the text. 
This mode of dealing with an author is, on general 
principles, objectionable ; but it seems to be justifi- 
able in this, if in any case. The object was to get the 
substance of Comte’s teachings before the minds of 
English readers of intelligence who had not oppor- 
tunity or ability to study the voluminous French 
original, and this purpose seems to be well accom- 
plished by the mode in which the book has been 
prepared. The positive philosophy has, directly 
and also by its numerous indirect influences, become 
an active and powerful element in current sci- 
ence. It cannot be ignored even by those who
